Four Trichinosis 
Cases From Uncooked 
Meat Also Reported 


County Health Officer Dr. 
Clarice Haylett said todiy that 
Marin's eighth case of polio has 
been reported. She also reveal­ 
ed that Marin has 
had 
four 
cases of trichinosis in the past 
two months. 
Latest polio case, Dr. Haylett 
said, was a ninc-year-old San Ra­ 
fael girl who was taken to Chil­ 
dren’s hospital. San Francisco. Wed­ 
nesday. The case was reported yes­ 
terday. 
Though the list is mounting, the 
health department states that the 
polio rate in Marin is still consider­ 
ably lower than last year at this 
time. 
Dr. Haylett said that three of the 
four trichinosis cases are probably 
a result of eating undercooked pork 
or sausage meat. The other case 
occurred in a person who ate bear 
meat in Oregon recently. 
Trichinosis is a paraslñc infec­ 
tion caused by eating animal flesh 
infected with living larvae of a tiny 
worm called trichinella spiralis, the 
department said.

Sausalito chamber of commerce 
directors put five major complaints 
about telephone service to officials 
of the Pacific Telephone and Tele­ 
graph company last night at a spe­ 
cial meeting at Alta Mira hotel. 
They made these points for H. A. 
Patsnick of Mill Valley, Southern 
Marin manager, and L. T. Marshall 
of Richmond, district commercial 
manager: 
1. A proposed P.T. and T. rate 
increase is unjustified. 
2. Sausalito telephone operators 
are uncourteous and unbusinesslike. 
3. Telephone service in Sausalito 
is becoming worse; it now takes 
longer than formerly to get the 
operator. 
4. Many telephone calls are belpg 
cut off In the middle by operators 
disconnecting the parties. 
5. One out of every eight calls 
made to San Francisco from Sausa- 
Uto is dialed wrong by the operator 
and the wrong number rung. 
The meeting resulted from a 
chamber of commerce complaint 
about a month ago to the public 
utilities commission. The chamber 
asked F. U. C. not to allow any rate 
increase in Sausalito until better 
telephone service is provided. 
At that time Patsnick went to 
Sausalito and asked 30 days to see 
if he could improve service. Last 
night’s meeting was a result of that 
delay. 
Patsnick and Marshall went Into 
detail on the proposeg changes in 
telephone rates. In many Instances, 
they said, the change would not be 
an increase but rather a decrease 
for Sausalitans. 
Under the proposal there would 
be a 75 per cent increase in instal-. 
lation charges. But rates through­ 
out the Bay Area would be assessed 
on Ik, “message unit” charge of 4.4 
cents per unit. 
There are two message units In 
a San Francisco-Sausalito phone 
call. This makes the total cost only 
88 cents instead of the current 10 
cents Overtime would be charged on 
a basis of 44 cents per message unit 


for each 2 minutes 
By charging in this manner, Mar­ 
shall explained, tax payment could 
also be cut. Fczr example, a call 
which was formerly 25 cents re­ 
quired a 25 per cent tax. Under the 
new system, the charge would be 
Just under a quarter, making the 
tax only 15 per cent.

"Don’t waste iribncy on high level Richmond- 
San Rafael span until bamer possibilities 
explored^ says a recent editorial in^a San 
Frandsco newspaper. 
Which moves in to caution, "Don’t pay 
attention to pcoplf who don’t Inow wha| 
they’re talking about" 
As anybody who has talen the trouble to 
inform himself knows, the feasibility of the 
Richmond-San Rafael bridge plan has been 
established beyond all ^ reasonable doubt, by 
more than one competent engineering survey. 
Even its bitterest opponents->members of the 
North Bay barrier committee—have now pub­ 
licly withdrawn their opposition to the bridge, 
apparently conrinced that while the new bridge 
will not produce any water for their thirsty 
Sonoma Valley farms, neither will it cost them 
anything unless they care to pay a toll to drive 
across it. 
It is regrettable that at this late date a San 
Francisco newspaper should now undertake— 
for reasons we can’t fathom—a sabotage cam­ 
paign against the North Bay bridge from which 
the North Bay communities, particularly Marin 
and Contra Costa counties, stand to gain so 
much. 


As the Independent’Journal has pointed out 
- on many previous occasions: 
We need the bridge now. It is feasible to 
build it now, feasible from both the economic 
and engineering standpoint. It will put the 
taxpayers to NO expense, ^ince all construction 
costs are to be paid for out of ;tolls collected 
from those who use the bridge after it is built. 
It will be a valuable asset to Marin and Contri 
Costa counties as well as adjoining commu­ 
nities. It should be built immediately. 
Furthermore, we have no patience for those 
shortsighted bridge si^porters who would 
retaliate against bridge opponents (the North 
Bay barrier supporters) by^ torpedoing efforts 
to study the feasibility of the barrier plan.

Certain selfish Interests who desire to sit in an 
ivory tower in San Rafael and pull, all the strings 
that c<mtrol the entire county—making thijf md 
other individual communities wards of the eoimty 
seat city—have been working overtime of late trying 
to sell the idea of a consolidated city-couniy govem- 
ment^ in Marin. 
But they had better start finding some better 
arguments than they have thus far advanced. 
•Think of the taxpayer," they say. That always 
is a touching argument. The only trouble is it 
doesn't hold water. 
Your city taxes are a very smaU part .of the 
amount you pay to maintain government In Marin. 
Where is this "equal distribution of taxes" they talk 
about? l^hapw If all of the cities in the county— 
and all of the home-owners in unincorporated areas 
—shared In the cost of San RafaeFs government, 
that would be equalization. 
It certainly would, at our expense. 
The best government is that which Is closest to 
the people. 
We elect our neighbc»*8 to run the 
affairs of the city. We know them and trust them. 
We never hear of any graft or corruption. 
Can the same be said éf big government, far 
removed from the people? 
The greatest savings to the taxpayer can come 
from local units of government, closely observed by 
the public—not from government expansion to take 
in large areas.

WASHINOTON 
A few days 
ago the weekly meeting of the 
armed forces policy oouncil—the 
stfttutory comxnittee of the top 
men in the defense establishment 
—seemed to be starting as usual. 
But when all the secretaries of 
departments and chiefs of service 
staffs were In their hlerarcliica! 
places. George C. Marshall spoke 
from the head of the oouncil table. 
He was, he said, laying down 
his heavy burden at |ong last. He 
had asked the president to relieve 
him as early as last March. He 
had only agreed to stay on until 
the completion of the Japanese 
peace treaty—a risky comer to 
turn. He was glad to go, and glad 
to pass on his burden to his suc­ 
cessor. whom all would warmly 
support. And so, motioning Robert 
A. Lovett into the secretary of de­ 
fense's chair, the great old man 
rose, shook hands with his asso­ 
ciates, and quietly left the council 
room and public life. 


THIS QUIET DEPARTURE, so 
modest yet so deeply moving, af­ 
fords an excuse for saying some­ 
thing that is not news, yet needs 
io be said. In these dark times, it 
is only too easy to notice and to 
write about only what is depress­ 
ing and squalid. At home, the fun­ 
damental decencies of American 
political life are now under attack, 
■s never before in the lifetime of 
any of us, by a shabby crew of 
adventurers 
and 
opportunists. 
Abroad, dark clouds ring ths 
whole horlson, and at any moment 
the fearful storm of war may 
break over the world. In these cir­ 
cumstances, the sane, healthy and 
hopeful things sometimes com­ 
pete too weakly for attention with 
the lurid, the horrible and the 
menacing. 
To true up, then. It Is good to 
take the occasion of Gen. Mar­ 
shall’s retirement to celebrate the 
fine things, and more particularly 
the fine men, that American 
public life has produced In these 
last years. In one of his Princeton 
lectures, George Kennan paid trib­ 
ute to such giants of our past as 
John Hay, Elihu Root and Charles 
Evans Hughes, as being men who 
"embodied that pattern of integ­ 
rity of mind and spirit, modera­ 
tion and delicacy of character, 
Irreproachable loyalty in personal 
relations, modesty of person com­ 
bined with dignity of office, kind­ 
liness and generosity to all . . . 
who were weaker and more de­ 
pendent, which constitutes the 
finest (American) oontribution to 
the human species and comes 
close to . . . our naitonal Ideal 
and genius." 


K9NNAN NEED 
NOT have 
looked backward to find such 


men. One of them, in a superla­ 
tive degree, was Marshall himself, 
the towering soldier, the masterly 
administrator, the leader of gran­ 
ite character and unlmpeachablt 
Integrity. If his political judg­ 
ments were not always wise (and 
this reporter does not think so), 
the fact may be explained by an­ 
other passage in Kcnnan’s lec­ 
ture. where he quotes Gibbon’s 
remark on the great Byzantine 
general, Belisariua: "His imper­ 
fections flowed from the contagion 
of his times; his virtuis were his 
own." In the case of Marshall, he 
had been formed in the rigid anti- 
political tradition of the old army. 
What is remarkable about Mar­ 
shall Is not that he was at first 
somewhat at sea in handling the 
great political Issues of the war, 
but that he went on to become a 
great secretary of state. 
Nor is Marshall alone in belong­ 
ing to this great American pat­ 
tern that Kennan has so well de­ 
scribed. The Army can also boast 
of Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, a 
very different man from Marshall, 
yet a man great enough to lift 
up the spirits of a continent and 
promise leadership to a people. 
And among the civilian adminis­ 
trators, how many there have 
been, in these last years, who 
would be the boast of any coun­ 
try—among the dead, Henry L. 
Stimson. the dedicated and de­ 
stroyed James V. Porrestal and 
Harry L. Hopkins, to whom his­ 
tory will be more just than his 
contemporaries; and among the 
living such men as Marshall’s 
worthy successor, Robert A. Lov­ 
ett, John J. McCIoy, and W. Aver- 
111 Harriman, to name only these. 


THINK ALSO OF WHAT these 
men and others like them—Char­ 
les E. Wilson is a new addition to 
the list—have accomplished in 
these last years. Think how the 
menace of Nazi tyranny and Jap­ 
anese conquest was first hurled 
back and destroyed. Think how, 
when the war ended, the new 
menace of Soviet Imperialism, left 
with no balancing challenge by 
the collapse of Its evil competitors, 
threatened to flow out over a 
weakened and enfeebled world. 
'Think how this menace too has 
been confronted, halted and, we 
hope, turned back. 
Remember that these men did * 
these things, not alone, but as the 
chosen agents of the American 
people, with the power of the 
American people as their strength 
and their resource. So long as the 
American people do not change, 
and so long as the American 
people can find such agents of its 
win, what is cheap and squalid 
at home, what is threatening and 
dark abroad will be defeated in 
the end.

But with its big mtjority in 
Commons, the Labor party stayed 
in the saddle. Then came 1950. 
Yive years after the previous elec­ 
tions. 
Churchill’s conservatives prom­ 
ised. to halt the march toward 
more socialization of industry but 
indicated it would undo very little 
of the socializing already acoom- 
plished. And It wouldn't undo the 
social welfare programs, like so­ 
cialized medicine, at all. 
The betting was that in the 
elections of February, 1950, the 
Laborites would win again. And 
t)iey did. But by a startlingly 
small majority. Today they have 
a majority of only six among the 
625 seats in Cdmmons.

Or the oil company that tests 
the degree of corrosion in the 
touch of a red-head. Says they’re 
the most corrosive of all and even 
a light fingerprint by a red-head 
could ruin some delicate machin­ 
ery In a comparatively few hours. 


THEN THERE ARE the paint 
company scientists who labor In ' 
factories and shipyards to find 
the right mixture to meet the 
'specific problems of certain in­ 
dustries. And the detergent man­ 
ufacturers who employ some 403 
chemists, not only to get the right 
cleaning formula for each new 
textile product from the %ver-ex- 
panding list of new synthetics, but 
also to aid in processing the latest 
fibers themselves. 
The hefty young lady who takes 
the 100-mile strolls is hired by the 
Hood Rubber Co. of Watertown, 
Mass. She can’t test everything, 
however, since Jack Barrétt, the' 
chief test supervisor, has some 
1,550 difieren tstylcs of canvas, 
waterproof and industrial foot­ 
wear to watch over for this divi­ 
sion of the B. P. Goodrich com­ 
pany.

Several Massachusetts eoH|gt 
teams test out basketball shoes 
for the company in return for free 
footgear.

The corrosion test", of red-heads 
and others arc made In the labor­ 
atories of Socony-Vacuum Oil Co. 
in Brooklyn, to determine the

A fly laboratory is another So­ 
cony-Vacuum activity.

BRIGHTON m.B — A cordon of 
500 police guarded a devastated 40 
block area of this fashionable Roch­ 
ester suburb today where a series o 
thunderous gas main explosions rip­ 
ped apart 30 homes, killing three 
persons and Injuring 22. 
Police turned all traffic away and 
set up an alert watch to prevent 
looting of the ruined homes. 
The explosions boomed like ar­ 
tillery salutes at minute intervals 
yesterday, destroying 30 homes and 
damaging 50 others while residents 
fled tp the street for safety. 
”It is impossible to imagine any­ 
thing like it unless you had seen itJ 
said Raymond Pitcher, an insur­ 
ance man calling on clients when 
the first blast went off. 
‘‘Explosions every minute,’* Pitch­ 
er said. ‘‘Household articles were 
flying through the air. I saw a 
maid running from a house. Her 
legs were bleeding. She was crying 
hysterically.” 
Fires In the ruins burned for 
hours before fire companies from 
Rochester, four miles away, could 
bring them under control. 
More than 5,000 residents were 
either made homeless by the blasts 
or forced into the streets by the 
threat of more explosions. 
Police said no one was missing 
and estimated all the homeless had 
found shelter with friends or in 
Rochester hotels. 
Known dead were Billy Maas Jr., 
5, his eight-year-old sister, Mary 
Ann, and a 77-year-old woman, Mrs. 
Louise Meyer. The Maas children 
died in their burning home while 
firemen hearing thear screams tried 
to reach them. 


a heart attack as she was being res­ 
cued from her home. 
Most of the homes bumc^ aftér 
exploding. 
Throughout the night 
fires flickered in the ruins and all 
16 fire companies from Rochester 
were kept busy putting out the 
blazes.

Long after the all-clear was

struck. 
Mrs. Anna Krieger, a housewife, 
was making a bed when she heard 
the first explosion. She went out­ 
side and the house next door blew 
up “practically in my face.” 
‘Til never forget,’* site said with 
a loek of fear. “U I had stayed in 
the house I would have been cut to 
ribbons.” 
One side of her home 
was shattered by the blast. 
A resident of the area, Earl Mill­ 
er, saw the Maas home blow apart 
“The explosions let go and the house 
seemed to collapse,” he said. “All 
could see was black smoke, and 
then fire. It was a terrible thing 
Mrs. Barbara L. Joffee, who hap 
pened to be driving through the 
area .told how she acted as a kind 
of Paul Revere awakening the com 
munity to the growing danger, 
fire truck had just whizzed by my 
car.” she said, “and the driver yell 
ed for me to warn people, their 
louses might blow up §t any mo 
ment. 
“Just then a house right by where 
we were parked blew up. It just 
burst apart, the way a little house 
of cards would collapse. 
“I started driving up and down 
Oakdale avenue tanking my horn 
and screaming at people to get out 
Mrs. Meyer died of of their homes. 


Air Officers Meet On Use

The woman told church members 
she probably lost the wallet while 
riding a Greyhound bus from Fair­ 
fax to San Anselmo ^Wednesday 
afternoon, or on her way home from 
th'e bus station. 
She said the card is plainly 
marked as an Identification Card 
from Bureau of Immigration. She 
added her name, Mrs. Anna Kmput- 
inova, is clearly printed on the card 
and a picture is attached.

A member of the church spon­ 
soring the displaced person re­ 
marked *Tt’s hard to see her worry 
about the card.

At ’Heartbreak Ridge' Peak 


U. S. EIGHTH ARMY HEAD­ 
QUARTERS (AV>AUied infantrymen 
today hurled another attack at the 
highest peak of “Heartbreak Ridge” 
on the east-c«3tral front. 
United Nations warplanes roared 
through clear blue skies and ham­ 
mered troops in their deep hunkers. 
Little action was reported from 
the central front, where Allied tanks 
Friday smashed almost to Pyong- 
gang in an armored raid throúgh the 
old Red *Tron triangle.” Pyonggang, 
norihem tip of the triangle, is 29 
miles north of parallel 38. 
UJN. officers estimated the Reds 
lost nearly 1,000 men killed or 
wounded in the action. . 
They said that only one of the 


four tank-tipped forces on the raid 
ran into trouble. It had to fight out 
of a curtain of anti-tank, mortar, 
artillery and small arms fire. 
The western front was relatively 
quiet. 
Allied night fighters prowling the 
Korean skies Friday light and Sat­ 
urday morning attacked 1,400 Com­ 
munist vehicles. UJS. Fif th Air Force 
pilots said they destroyed or dam­ 
aged at least 430 vehicles, 50 rail 
cars and three locomotives. 
The Air Force summary reported 
m m highway traffic and less raE 
movement than in recent days.

Shortage of skilled manpower 
throughout the nation has given 
disabled veterans and other physl- 
cftUy handicapped •'persons a more 
Important place in the economic 
life of the nation and of the com­ 
munity. it .was pointed out today 
by W. P. (Doc) Duhamel, Veterans 
Service Officer in calling attention 
to the seventh annual observance 
of National Employ the Physically 
Aindicapped week. 
NEPH week this year has been 
proclaimed for October 7 to 13. with 
. special committees taking the lead 
on ft national, ft state and local 
basis in bringing to the attention 
of employers the advantages of 
hiring handicapped workers for 
suitable Jobs. 
The ranks of the employable 
handicapped now Include some vet­ 
erans disabled by military service 
in Korea. Duhamel pointed out.

But let’s take a look at the new 
laws that affect the general public^ 
FALSE ALARM 
You won’t find many changes if 
wu’re law-abiding to begin with 
But if you’re apt to turn in a false 
alarm that results in death or se­ 
rious injury, for instance, you can 
now be sent to prison. 
It will be illegal to hunt with 
firearms or bow and arrow wMle 
drunk. And you won’t be allowed 
to do any shooting within 150 yards 
of occupied buildings. 
Fingerprints will be required of 
all Americans for permits to carry 
concealed weapons. 
You’ll be subject to a |50 fine 
or five days in Jail if you abandon 
an icebox in a place accessible to 
youngsters. (That’s the result of 
several suffocation cases.) 
The public gets a break in two 
fields. One new law bans misleading 
advertising in the dry cleaning in­ 
dustry. The other tells parking lot 
operators they can’t park patrons’ 
cars in a street or alley; prescribes 
no punishment, though. 
INCOME TAX FINE 
The penalty for signing false state 
personal Income tax returns has 
been altered. Violators will face 
$2,0(X) fine, five years in prison or 
both. The punishment Is one to 14 
years at present. 
Another act softens the criminal 
penalty for mere failure or refusal 
to file ^corpqration tax returns from 
a fine of $5.000 to $1,000. But it in­ 
creases the punishment for filing 
known false returns. 
Of Interest to gamblers and 
crooks only, the state no longer will 
allow cost-of-doing-businesa deduc­ 
tions from Income taxes where 11 
licit operations are involved. 
The law prohibiting sale of nar- 
eoUcs by or to minors has- been 
toughened up to provide not less 
than five years in prison instead 
of one to six years. Reptaters can 
be sent up for 10 years. 
It will go harder on subversives 
as wen. 
A new act makes it a misdemean­ 
or to use school property to further 
overthrow of the government. All 
candidates for public office will 
have to sign a loyalty oath. ’Teach­ 
ers can be fired for teaching Com­ 
munism with intent to indoctrinate.

ADOPT RULES 
About adult adopting adults — 
There are cases where people wan 
to bring someone over 21 into their 
family but the procedure has been 
cumbersome.

cidentals; allows schools to hold 
classes Saturdays and on ftve holi­ 
days if youngsters are needed at 
other times to harvest perishable 
crops.

The patient with angina pectoris 
is subject to sudden attacks o£ pain 
over Uie heart and radiating up into 
the neck on the left side and down 
the left arm. The attacks, which 
may last from a few seconds to a 
lew minutes, strike without wamlng 
and so violently that the sufferer is 
stopped In his tracks and Is scarcely 
able to move untU the pain sub­ 
sides. In addition to the pain, there 
is marked paUor and g r ^ anidety. 
Such seiaires are, at least in part, 
the penalty angina patients pay for 
exerting themselves bejmnd their 
capacity, or lor over-excltwnent. 
Some, for instance, get into trouble 
when they cltmh stairs; others when 
they attempt to hurry. Even an 
emotional flare-up can bring on an 
attack. 
SLOW Aim EIITEN FACE 
For these reasons, such patients 
should cultivate a take-it-easy- al­ 
titude. undertaking only such activi­ 
ties. 'as are well with:in their pow­ 
ers, and setting* a slow and even pace 
for themselvea. They should, of 
course, be under the care of a phy­ 
sician. 
The diet for the angina patient 
should consist of easily-digested

MEW DRUG US'E'tt 
A new drug, known as khellin, 
which is derived from a plant that 
grows in the eastern Mediterranean 
countries, has been reported to have 
been used with success in the treat­ 
ment of some cases of angina pec­ 
toris. This drug has been known to 
medical science for many years as a 
relaxing drug in the treatment of 
kidney pain. It fa given by mouth 
daily. 
A group of 32 patients treated 
with khellin was studied. Twenty-six 
of the patients experienced a de­ 
crease in the frequency and severity 
of this anginal pains. There was an 
Increase in tolerance for exercise, 
and the amount of nitroglycerin 
necessary was markedly decreased. 
Many previously incapacitated pa­ 
tients were returned to activity with 
the use of this drug.

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PLANNING YOUk GARDEN 
Violets Good Companions 
For Most Favorite Bulbs 


By ALBEBT WILSON 
There Is a Joy that comes from 
doing ccMnmon IMngs well, es- 
pedally if they seem hard to us. 
Right now there is the common 
task of working over the violet 
plot. Violets need an annual going 
over for C|uallty blooms. 
Fall and winter are the best 
seasons for doing something for 
these favoriles. Violets grow in 
any climate, and are satisfactory in 
either full sunshine or in partial 
shade. Select a plot where the 
plants will have free run. It is 
not wise to mix violets with roses, 
peonies, or chrysanthemums be­ 
cause violet roots run fast and 
create trouble. They apnreciate a 
little shade, especially It It comes 
during midday. 
VIOLETS MAKE e x c e l l e n t 
ground covers. They may be plant­ 
ed in the drying yard, used as a 
earpet under a shade tree, or 
spreading crabapple, or in the 
parking strip. 
Because of their ground cover 
habit, violets make excellent com­ 
panions for most bulb plants. A 
carpet of violets is an ideal set­ 
ting for spring blooming daffodils, 
summer blooming pink amaryllis, 
crinum with Its handsome gray- 
green foliage and clusters of white, 
pink or striped flowers, galtonia, 
the tall cape hyacinth, crocus of 
many colors, and Stembergl. the 
autumn or winter daffodil. The

in clumps. 
Moat of the summer blooming 
bulbs that prefer a summer dry 
sc^ are good companions in the 
violet plot. Your violet roots will 
be resting in the hot summer sea­ 
son and at the same time your 
bulbs will send up their joyous 
blooms. 
Our violets have been awaiting 
'fall, they have been 'bea'ten do'wn 
by the scorchlngly hot sunshine, 
by drought, and by insect attack. 
Right now you will discover most 
of the leaves are mottled yellow- 
green. This Is due to the attack 
of the red spider mite who visits 
our gardens during the warm dry 
summer. His needle-like mouth 
punches holes, extracts the sap. 
and causes the leaf cell to col­ 
lapse under the sun*s hot rays. 
AT THIS TIME you will observe 
new young leaV'Cs. Just 'pushing 'up 
from t|ie roots. These leaves are 
clean, free of insects, and arc pre­ 
paring the plant for Its important 
duties of flower production. 
Take your pruning shears and 
cut off all the old leaves. Old 
fashioned sheep shears are the 
best. Burn the leaves, don’t put 
them In the compost because they 
are swarming with unwanted in­ 
sects and their eggs. 
Sweep out any snails or sow 
bugs that you encounter In your 
violet plot 
Water lightly after trimming. 
Then take your spading fork and 
punch holes all over the area. 
Push the fork down about an inch 
deep. Next broadcast bonemeal, a 
food, and some soil sulphur, a con­ 
ditioner, over the entire plot A 
light dusting' Is ^all that U re­ 
quired.

Nigh Time To Make 
Geranium Cuttings 


At this time of the year new 
geranium plants can be easily ob­ 
tained 'from, old ©n^es by 'means, of 
cuttings. 
The cutting should be about four 
Inches long. Remove the leaves 
from, that 'part of the stem that is. 
going into the soil. 
After the cutting has been made 
do not plant it Immediately but 
leave it in the shade for a day. 
This will help to keep the cutting 
from damping off when planted. 
Plant the cutting by inserting 
the bottom end of the stem about 
t'wo 'inches d,eep in, clea'n, sharp 
sand or a mixture of half peat and 
half sand. Water carefully and 
place in a cold frame. Keep the 
cutting shaded for about two weeks 
until roots begin to grow. 


After the roots have formed on 
the cutting, it should be potted, 
a'nd taken indoors before cold,'» 
weather conies. At first keep in a 
cool room and water sparingly. 
GERANIUMS LIKE good drain­ 
age. They 'Cant. stand '*wet feet* 
caused by too much water at the 
roots. Fertiliser should be applied 
in the form of liquid manure, and 
not 'toO' much of it. ,A feed'ing o''nce 
a week when buds or a number of 
new leaves are showing in mid­ 
winter is ample. 
The plants, 'grow test wh'Cn the 
roots are restricted by rather emaU 
pots, just large enough to take the 
roots and allow for about half an 
inch of space around the inside of 
the container.

The 
water must run long enough to 
reach deep and awaken the roots. 
Before you say your prayers that 
nite your v i o l e t s will have 
brightened and you win have 
known the pleasure of having 
do'ne a com,m,0'n thing well. 
You can make a new planting 
now. Whether you order plants 
from your local nursery, or ac­ 
cept them, 'fro'm 'your friend, re­ 
member their roots are long and 
stringy. Prepare the ground well, 
spade deeply, and throw in a lit­ 
tle pea,t or leaf 'm,old. DO'nl use, 
chicken or cow manure because 
these fertilizers encourage^ leaf 
growth Instead of blocxn produc- 
tlo'n. The crO'Wn of the vi'Olet plants 
should rest Just at the soil sur­ 
face with the roots spread fan­ 
like in the soil. 
Now is a good time to start a 
clump of violets In a pot, box or 
window box planting. 
Many varieties of violets may be 
purchased from your local nursery.

UNDERGROUND MOVEMENT 
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Hollywood Designer Predicts 
Mole-Like Housing By 1961 
* By VIRGINIA MaePHERSON 
HOLLYWCX)D (U.R) — One of 
Hollywood’s top designers predict­ 
ed today the homes of the “atomic 
age” will go underground—and he 
Bays that’s only 10 years off. 
By 1061, according to Paul Las- 
sdo, we’ll be living like moles—with 
suntans. 
Because Laszlo’s “House of To- 
moirow** w|ll have gardens and 
swimming pools and backyards, 
just like we do now. The only dif­ 
ference is—they’ll all be down in 
a big hole. 
‘T'HE ROOF WILL BE on a 
level with .the street,” the famous 


industrial and interior designer ex­ 
plained. “And to camouflage it 
from atom bombs we’ll have gar­ 
dens on the roof. Maybe even trees. 
“The eaves will extend 15 or 20 
feet. And the ceilicgs will be steel- 
reinforced concrete for greater 
protection in case of attack. 
Fences? Won’t need ’em. The sides 
of the hole will be our fence.” 
Laszlo says this idea of his Is no 
idle dream. 
“I’m trying to sell the house I’m 
living in now,” he pointed out. 
“And the next one I design for my­ 
self will be the very one I'm talk­ 
ing about. I’m going underground.” 


Plans to stay there more of the 
time, too. And he thinks every­ 
body’ll be confirmed stay-at-homes 
once they crawl down into their 
basement mansions. 
“We’ll do a ll out shopping by 
television,” Laszlo predicts. “And 
stores will shoot our purchases out 
to us in underground tubes—clear 
across town. 
“For entertainment we’ll have 
huge TV screens .. . and television 
is going to get better.

There are many people In the 
world today who do not join in 
the game—as the children in 
Christ’s saying implies, but who sit 
sUent and sullen, finding fault 
with everything others do. They 
say that those who have their own 
ideas of right living and abide by 
them, are «unsocial,« as we say 
today; but those whose Ideas of 
Christlike living are different and 
who follow them, are called other 
hateful names, as was the Lord 
Himself. 
Jesus loved people, wanted to 
call all the world to God; to re­ 
pentance of their sins, and to live 
as He Himself lived while on earth. 
• 
every generation has Its 
faults and its virtues. Many, many 
people In our world are confused 
in their thlnking—older people be­ 
cause the earth has grown so large 
with so many nations of different 
races and cultures coming to their 
notice. 
We are told we must try to un­ 
derstand them; to help them to 
team to live In a way that will do 
the most good to all of us—not 
merely to their own nation. 
It is confusing to the jroung 
people because there seem to be so 
many different standards of living, 
even in our own country, and 
others with similar Ideals.

Paul’s 'Words in. tils, letter to the 
Romans is^ an. eX'Cellent ,gu.ide to 
the kind of Mving that would 
bring not only personal happiness, 
but Joy to an those with whom 
we associate. They would be most 
helpful to an who needed guid­ 
ance: 
«I beseech you therefore, breth­ 
ren, by the mercies of God. that 
ye present your bodies a living sac­ 
rifice. holy, acceptable unto God, 
which Is your reasonable service. 
«ANB BE NOT conformed to 
this world; but be ye transformed 
by the renewing of your mind, that 
ye may prove what Is that good, 
and acceptable, and perfect wUl of 
God.** 
Not only our minds and hearts, 
but our bodies must attest to our 
way of life. Writing to the Corin­ 
thians, Paul suggests another thing 
we should avoid in our dally living; 
tempting others. 
It Is possible for us to abide by 
our own standards of right and 
wrong, to live the good life, but 
others have not our Ideas, and by 
following some action that is per­ 
fectly correct In our minds for us 
to do, we may, inadverteniiy, lead 
others into temptation.

Monorail As Traffic Solution 
Gets First Legislative Nod

In the liOS Angeles metropolitan 
area and the Bay Area, may be 
monorail. 
> Promoters and planners now 
have the legislative authority to 
boild a monorail system and are 
awaiting Gov. Earl Warren's ap< 
polntment of a seven-man board 
to govern the Los* Angeles metro­ 
politan transit authority, created 
In a bill signed July 24. 
If and when this nation's first 
monorail is built, it will look some­ 
thing like this; 
Two rails, one for incoming, one 
fbr outgoing traffic, will follow the 
banks of the Los Angeles River 
from San Fernando Valley to Long 
Beach. They will be suspended 
from V-shaped steel supports set 
about 70 feet apart. 
Air-conditioned cars wEI hang 
from the rails, each by two wheels. 
Electric motors will propel the 
ears, singly or in trains up to five 
ears. The movement will be vir­ 
tually noiaeless. 
THE AVERAGE SPEED of mon- 
oraH cars is estimated at 3B.1 miles 
an hour, compared with the pre­ 
sent average of nine miles an hour 
. for surface rail transportation. A 
tr ^ from Van Nuys to Los Angeles 
would be scheduled in 20.4 minutes. 
'M present it requires about a s 
hour by street car. The Los An­ 
geles-Long B e a c h monorail run 
would r e q u i r e 35.4 minutes. A 
round trip from Van Nuys to Long 
Beach would require a little more 
than two hours. 
I 
Engineers say that concave roll­ 
ara mounted atop each car will 
prevrnt deraflment at s^peeds up to' 
W miles an hour. The cars will 
have magnetic brakes. 
There will be stops about one 
and one-fourth miles apart. Feeder 
buses will serve these stops and 
passengers will reach the mono­ 
rail cars by escalators, p a y i n g 
teres at turnstiles like subway 
systems use. The cars will each 
earry 40 persons seated and 60 
standing. They will be operated by 
man, with guards assisting 


passengers at the stations. 
The cars will travel 16 feet above 
the ground, the rails rising oc­ 
casionally to clear obstructions or 
dipping under bridges. At metro­ 
politan terminals passengers can 
connect with buses or other sur­ 
face transportation. 
The system will cover 44' milC'S 
and it is expected that it will 
handle 30,000,000 passengers a year. 
The total cost is estimated at be­ 
tween $60,000,000 and $80,000,000. 
'The estima'ted per-'mile construc­ 
tion cost is $1,500,000, compared 
with $10,000,0000 per mile for free- 
■ ways. 
THERE ARE TWO^ COMPANIES 
at work on the plan, both head­ 
quartering in the v a l l e y . The 
Southern California Monorail and 
Transit System, Inc., was argan- 
ized to promote the idea and func­ 
tion until the legally constituted 
authority takes-4)ver. Its president 
is Walter R. Peck, retfired air force 
brigadier general and civil defend 
director lor San Fernando Valley. 
The Mohorail Engineering and 
Construct'ion Co., 'is^ concerned 'with 
actual construction of the system. 
It is headed by George D. Roberts, 
former air force colonel and World 
War II B-29 pilot. Ralph P. Mer­ 
ritt is executive vice president of 
both companies. One of t|ie con- 
S'traction com,pany vice presiden'ts 
Is Chris N. Anderson, retired vice 
president of the Key Transit Sys­ 
tem of Oakland. 
The construction c o m p a n y is 
capitalized at $1,000,000 and has 
$300,000 stock outstanding. Roberts 
says he and a director, Ray A. 
Myers, hold about 70 per cent of 
the stock. 
Construction will be by contrac­ 
tors and subcontractors on a fee 
basis, an arrangement somewhat 
similar to that used in building 


Bay area bridges. Operation will 
be by a private company and 
Roberts says his concern is in­ 
terested only in building the mono­ 
rail, N'OT in operating It. Tliere 
can be NO taxation under the 
transit authority bill. 
THE FINANCING PLAN envis- 
aged wo'uld require underW'riting 
by the National Security Resurces 
Board, based on the monorail’s 
tmportance to national defense. 
The loan eventually would come 
frO'.m the ReconstrU'Ction Finance 
Corp., and would be retired by sale 
of revenue bonds. Company offi­ 
cials say, however, that none of 
these plans are complete. 
'The :RO''ber'ts group figure's it will 
have little trouble in getting right 
of way. Little or 'no condemnatio'n 
would be required b e c a u s e the 
river banks are not now' utilized. 
The county flood control district 
and the city of Los Angeles will 
have to grant right of way. 
Mayor Fletcher tíowron of Los 
An,geles a'o,d the co'unty board of 
supervisors have indicated willing­ 
ness to cooperate if the venture is 
proved effective and economical. 
Roberts believes, that monorail 
also could be 'used, 'to great trans­ 
portation advantage in other con- 
'gested areas like the Bay Area, 
Cleveland and New York. 
The world’s only successful pas­ 
senger carrying 'mo'norail. now' Is 
in Wuppertal, G e r m a n y . The 
*'Schw'ebabahn'* t h e r e h:as been 
operating for 50 years and the town 
proudly proclaims that there has 
never been a fatal accident. Its 
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cars run 30 feet above the ground 
at 30 miles an hour over a nine- 
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mile route. It cost $4.800,000 
pre-war rates of exchange.

Four Trichinosis 
Cases From Uncooked 
Meat Also Reported- 


County Health Officer Dr. 
Clarice Haylett said todiy that 
Marin's eighth case of polio has 
been reported. She also repeal­ 
ed that Marin has 
had 
four 
cases of trichinosis in the past 
two months. 
Latest polio 
case, Dr. Haylett 
said, was a nine-year-old San Ra­ 
fael girl who was taken to Chil­ 
dren’s hospital, San Francisco, Wed­ 
nesday. The case was reported yes­ 
terday. 
Though the list is mounting, the 
health department states that the 
polio rate in Marin is still consider­ 
ably lower than last year at this 
time. 
Dr. Haylett said that three of the 
four trichinosis cases are probably 
a result of eating undercooked pork 
or sausage meat. 
The other case 
occurred in a person who ate bear 
meat in Oregon recently. 
Trichinosis is a parasitic infec­ 
tion caused by eating animal flesh 
infected vith living larvae of a tiny 
worm called trichinella spiralis, the 
department said. 
Though no cure or treatment has 
been found to combat this some­ 
times fatal disease which affects the 
muscles, the larvae can be killed by 
cooking meat thoroughly or freez­ 
ing it for 20 days at 5 degrees. 
Symptoms are vomiting, diarrhea,, 
fever, headache, puffiness around 
the eyes, and muscle pain. About 
20 per cent of all persons in this 
country are believed to have been 
infected at one time. The disease is 
not contagious.

Members of the left-wing Civil 
Rights Congress were peddling their 
wares on San Rafael’s Fourth street 
this morning, but no police action 
was taken.

City Attorney Harold Haley ex­ 
plained that the bill-hawkers went 
unmolested today because police 
temporarily are not applying the 
ordinance to the Civil Rights group. 
He said there is “serious question 
as to constitutionality” of the ordi­ 
nance, since it may violate free­ 
dom of speech guarantees. 
Haley is still studying the city's 
law banning handbill distribution 
in view of the incident which oc­ 
curred last Saturday.

Which moves us to caution, "Don't pay 
attention to people who don't know what 
they're talking about/* 
As anybody who has taken the trouble to 
inform himself know*, the feasibility of the 
Richmond-San Rafael bridge plan has been 
established beyond all reasonable doubt, by 
more than one competent engineering survey. 
Even its bitterest opponents-members of the 
North Bay barrier committee-havc now pub­ 
licly withdrawn their opposition to the bridge, 
apparently convinced that while the new bridge 
will not produce any water for their thirsty 
Sonoma Valley farms, neither will it cost them 
anything unless they care to pay a toll to drive 
across it 
It is regrettable that at this late date a San 
Francisco newspaper should now undertake— 
for reasons we can’t fathom—a sabotage cam­ 
paign against the North Bay bridge from which 
die North Bay communities, particularly Marin 
and Contra Costa counties, stand to gain so 
much.

Would Supervisor Bagshaw of this 
district have to tdke on that, in addition to his other 
duties? 
If you closed up the city hall, what would people 


do when they have official business to transact— 
drive to San Rafael? 
Does anyone think for a moment that any com­ 
munity this size could get along without local 
services, directed from local headquarters? If they 
must be retained, then, where is the saving since it 
still would take the same amount of personnel to 
render those services? 
Would City Manager Almcrants do a better job, 
at less salary, if he had to answer to a county 
manager? 
Would it take less men to man the street depart­ 
ment if their work were directed out of San Rafael? 
Certain selfish interests wbo desire to sit in an 
ivory tower in San Rafael and pull all the strings 
that control the entire county — making this and 
other individual communities wards of the county 
seat city—have been working overtime of late trying 
to sell the idea of a consolidated city-county govern­ 
ment in Marin. 
But they had better start finding some better 
arguments than they have thus far advanced. 
“Think of the taxpayer," they say. That always 
is a touching argument. 
The only trouble is it 
doesn't hold water. 
Your city taxes are a very small part of the 
amount you pay to maintain government in Marin. 
Where is this “equal distribution of taxes" they talk 
about? ¡Jerhap* if all of the cities in the county— 
and all of the home-owners in unincorporated areas 
—shared in the cost of San Rafael’s government, 
that would be equalization. 
It certainly would, at our expense. 
The best government is that which Is closest to 
the people. 
We elect our neighbors to run the 
affairs of the dty. We know them and trust them. 
We never hear of any graft or corruption. 
Can the same be said Of big government, far 
removed from the people? 
The greatest savings to the taxpayer can come 
from local units of government, closely observed by 
the public- -not from government expansion to take 
In large areas.

US History 
Share Of

WASHINGTON — A few days 
ago the weekly meeting of the 
armed forces policy council—the 
statutory committee of the top 
men In the defense establishment 
—seemed to be starting as usual 
But when all the secretaries of 
departments and chiefs of service 
staffs were in their hierarchical 
places, George C. Marshall spoke 
from the head of the council table. 
He was, he said, laying down 
his heavy burden at Jong last. He 
had asked the president to relieve 
him as early as last March. He 
had only agreed to stay on until 
the completion of the Japanese 
peace treaty—a risky comer to 
turn. He was glad to go, and glad 
to pass on his burden to his suc­ 
cessor, whom all would warmly 
support. And so, motioning Robert 
A. Lovett into the secretary of de­ 
fense's chair, the great old man 
rose, shook hands with his asso­ 
ciates, and quietly left the council 
room and public life. 


THIS QUIET DEPARTURE, so 
modest yet so deeply moving, af­ 
fords an excuse for saying some­ 
thing that is not news, yet needs 
<o be said. In these dark times, it 
is only too easy to notice and to 
write about only what is depress­ 
ing and squalid. At home, the fun­ 
damental decencies of American 
political life are now under attack, 
as never before in the lifetime of 
any of us, by a shabby crew of 
adventurers 
and 
opportunists. 
Abroad, dark clouds ring the 
whole horizon, and at any moment 
the fearful storm of war may 
break over the world. In these cir­ 
cumstances, the sane, healthy and 
hopeful tilings sometimes com­ 
pete too weakly for attention with 
the lurid, the horrible and the 
menacing. 
To true up, then, it is good to 
take the occasion of Gen. Mar­ 
shall's retirement to celebrate the 
fine things, and more particularly 
the fine men, that American 
public life has produced in these 
last years. In one of his Princeton 
lectures, George Kerman paid trib­ 
ute to such giants of our past as 
John Hay, Elihu Root and Charles 
Evans Hughes, as being men who 
“embodied that pattern of integ­ 
rity of mind and spirit, modera­ 
tion and delicacy of character, 
irreproachable loyalty in personal 
relations, modesty of person com­ 
bined with dignity of office, kind­ 
liness and generosity to all . . . 
who were weaker and more de­ 
pendent, which constitutes the 
finest (American) contribution to 
the human species and comes 
close to . . . our national ideal 
and genius." 


KWNNAN 
NEED 
NOT 
have 
looked backward to find such 


men. One of them, in a superla­ 
tive degree, was Marshall himself, 
the towering soldier, the masterly 
administrator, the leader of gran­ 
ite character and unimpeachable 
integrity. If his political judg­ 
ments were not always wise (and 
this reporter does not think so), 
the fact may be explained by an­ 
other passage in Herman's lec­ 
ture, where he quotes Gibbon’s 
remark on the great Byzantine 
general, Belisarius: “His imper­ 
fections flowed from the contagion 
of his times: his virtues were his 
own." In the case of Marshall, he 
had been formed in the rigid anti­ 
political tradition of the old army. 
What is remarkable about Mar­ 
shall Is not that he was at first 
somewhat at sea in handling the 
great political issues of the war, 
but that he went on to become a 
great secretary of state. 
Nor is Marshall alone in belong­ 
ing to this great American pat­ 
tern that Kennan has so well de­ 
scribed. The Army can also boast 
of Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, a 
very different man from Marshall, 
yet a man great enough to lift 
up the spirits of a continent and 
promise leadership to a people. 
And among the civilian adminis­ 
trators, how many there have 
been, in these last years, who 
would be the boast of any coun­ 
try—among the dead, Henry L. 
Stimson, the dedicated and de­ 
stroyed James V. Forrestal end 
Harry L. Hopkins, to whom his­ 
tory will be more just than his 
contemporaries; and among the 
living such men aa Marshall's 
worthy successor, Robert A. Lov­ 
ett, John J. McCloy, and W. Aver- 
111 Harriman, to name only these. 


THINK ALSO OF WHAT these 
men and others like them—Char­ 
les E. Wilson is a new addition to 
the list—have accomplished in 
these last years. Think how the 
menace of Nazi tyranny and Jap­ 
anese conquest was first hurled 
back and destroyed. Think how, 
when the war ended, the new 
menace of Soviet imperialism, left 
with no balancing challenge by 
the collapse of its evil competitors, 
threatened to flow out over a 
weakened and enfeebled world. 
«Think how this menace too has 
been confronted, halted and, we 
hope, turned back. 
Remember that these men did 
these things, not alone, but as the 
chosen agents of the American 
people, with the power of the 
American people as their strength 
and their resource. So long as the 
American people do not change, 
and so long as the American 
people can find such agents of its 
will, what is cheap and squalid 
at home, what is threatening and 
dark abroad will be defeated in 
the end.

To hold down food prices and 
the cost of living, it had to sub­ 
sidize farmers. The income tax in 
the top brackets went up to 97V4 
per cent and the average middle- 
class Briton had to pay more than 
35 per cent of his income on taxes. 
But with its big majority in 
Commons, the Labor party stayed 
in the saddle. Then came 1950. 
Five years after the previous elec­ 
tions. 
Churchill’s conservative* prom­ 
ised to halt the march toward 
more socialization of industry but 
indicated it would undo very little 
of the socializing already accom­ 
plished. And it wouldn’t undo the 
social welfare programs, like so­ 
cialized medicine, at all. 
The betting was that in the 
elections of February, 1959, the 
Laborites would win again. And 
they did. But by a starthngly 
small majority. Today they have 
a majority of only six among the 
625 seats in Commons. 


THAT8 A TIGHT SQUEAK for 
any program Attlee’s party wants 
to put through, although it did 
nationalize the steel industry after 
the 1950 elections.

NEW YORK —The things some 
companies do to test their prod­ 
ucts! 
Like the rubber company that 
hires a 205-pound woman to walk 
100 miles in the footwear it makes. 
She tests the endurance of seams, 
stitching and eyelets. Never loses 
a pound, either, the company says. 
Or the oil company that tests 
the degree of corrosion in the 
touch of a red-head. Says they’re 
the most corrosive of all and even 
a light fingerprint by a red-head 
could ruin some delicate machin­ 
ery in a comparatively few hours. 


THEN THERE ARE the paint 
company scientists who labor in 
factories and shipyards to find 
the right mixture to meet the 
specific problems of certain in­ 
dustries. And the detergent man­ 
ufacturers who employ some 40 D 
chemists, not only to get the right 
cleaning formula for each new 
textile product from the %ver-ex­ 
panding list of new synthetics, but 
also to aid in processing the latest 
fibers themselves. 
The hefty young lady who takes 
the 100-mile strolls is hired by the 
Hood Rubber Co. of Watertown, 
Mass. She can’t test everything, 
however, since Jack Barrett, the' 
chief test supervisor, has some 
1,550 differen tstyles of canvas, 
waterproof and industrial foot­ 
wear to watch over for this divi­ 
sion of the B. F. Goodrich com­ 
pany.

sneakers. He gives them free ones

Several

And 
Chesapeake Bay fishermen test 
new boots over jagged oyster shells. 
The corrosion test-, of red-head* 
and others arc made in the labor­ 
atories of Soccny-Vacuum Oil Co. 
in Brooklyn, to determine the 
ability of various slushing oils to 
protect 
high - machined

against corrosion from perspira­ 
tion. 
A fly laboratory is another So- 
cony-Vacuum activity. The oil 
company raises its own flies in 
synthetic manure, which it finds 
better for its purpose than nat­ 
ural.

Mock area of this fashion able Roch­ 
ester suburb today where a series of 
thunderous gas main explosions rip­ 
ped apart 30 homes, killing three 
persons and injuring 32. 
Police turned all traffic away and 
set up an alert watch to prevent 
looting of the ruined homes. 
The explosions boomed like ar­ 
tillery salutes at minute intervals 
yesterday, destroying 30 homes and 
damaging $0 others while residents 
fled tp the street for safety. 
“It is impossible to imagine any­ 
thing like it unless you had seen it." 
said Raymond Pitcher, an insur­ 
ance man calling on clients when 
the first blast went off. 
“Explosions every m inute“ Pitch­ 
er said. 
“Household articles were 
flying through the air. 
I saw a 
maid running from a house. 
Her 
legs were bleeding. She was crying 
hysterically.” 
Fires in the ruins burned for 
hours before fire companies from 
Rochester, four miles away, could 
bring them under control. 
More than 5,000 residents were 
either made homeless by the blasts 
or forced into the streets by the 
threat of more explosions. 
Police said no one was missing 
and estimated all the homeless had 
found shelter with friends or in 
Rochester hotels. 
Known dead were Billy Maas Jr., 
S, his eight-year-old sister, Mary 
Ann, and a 77-year-old woman, Mrs. 
Louise Meyer. 
The Maas children 
died in their burning home while 
firemen hearing the&r screams tried 


a heart attack as she was being res­ 
cued from her home. 
Most of the homes burned aftér 
exploding. 
Throughout the night 
fires flickered in the ruins and all 
16 fire companies from Rochester 
were kept busy putting out the 
biases.

sounded, residents retold the horror-« 
fityed 
moments 
when 
calamity 
struck. 
Mrs. Anna Krieger, a housewife, 
was making a bed when she heard 
the first explosion. She went out­ 
side and the house next door blew 
up “practically in my face.” 
‘TU never forget,” six« said with 
a look of fear “If I had stayed in 
the house I would have been cut to 
ribbons.” 
One side of her home 
was shattered by the blast. 
A resident of the area, Earl Mill­ 
er, saw the Maas home blow apart. 
“The explosions let go and the house 
seemed to collapse,” he said. 
“All 
I could see was black smoke, and 
then fire. It was a terrible thing.” 
Mrs. Barbara L. Joffee, who hap­ 
pened to be driving through the 
area ,told how she acted as a kind 
of Paul Revere awakening the com­ 
munity to the growing danger. “A 
fire truck had just whizzed by my 
car.” she said, “and the driver yell­ 
ed for me to warn people their 
houses might blow up gt any mo­ 
ment. 
“Just then a house right by where 
we were parked blew up. 
It just 
burst apart, the way a little house 
of cards would collapse.

Allies Hurl Another Attack 
At 'Heartbreak Ridge' Peak 


U. S. EIGHTH ARMY HEAD­ 
QUARTERS (A*)—Allied infantrymen 
today hurled another attack at the 
highest peak of Heartbreak Ridge” 
on the east-central front. 
United Nations warplanes roared 
through clear blue skies and ham­ 
mered troops in their deep bunkers. 
Little action was reported from 
the central front, where Allied tanks 
Friday smashed almost to Pyong- 
gang in an armored raid through the 
old Red “iron triangle." Pyonggang, 
northern tip of the triangle, is 29 
miles north of parallel 38. 
UN. officers estimated the Reds 
lost nearly 1,000 men killed 
or 
wounded in the action. .

Mrs. Kaputinova, her mother and 
daughter, are white Russians whose 
residence in the U. S. and Marin 
have been sponsored by Presby­ 
terian church in San Anselmo. 


The woman told church members 
she probably lost the wallet while 
riding a Greyhound bus from Fair­ 
fax to San Anselmo Wednesday 
afternoon, or on her way home from 
the bus station.

And you won’t be allowed 
to do any shooting within 150 yards 
of occupied buildings. 
Fingerprints will be required of 
all Americans for permits to carry 
concealed weapons. 
You’ll be subject to a 150 fine 
or five days in jail if you abandon 
an icebox in a place accessible to 
youngsters. (That's the result of 
several suffocation cases.) 
The public gets a break In two 
fields. One new law bans misleading 
advertising in the dry cleaning in­ 
dustry. The other tells parking lot 
operator* they can’t park patrons* 
cars in a street or alley; prescribes 
no punishment, though. 
INCOME TAX FINE 
The penalty for signing false state 
personal income tax returns has 
been altered. Violators will face a 
$2,000 fine, five years in prison or 
both. The punishment is one to 14 
years at present. 
Another act softens the criminal 
penalty for mere failure or refusal 
to file corpqration tax returns from 
a fine of $5,000 to $1,000. But it in­ 
creases the punishment for filing 
known false returns.

crooks only, the state no longer will 
allow cost-of-doing-business deduc­ 
tions from income taxes where il­ 
licit operations are involved. 
The law prohibiting sale of nar­ 
cotics by or to minors has been 
toughened up to provide not less 
than five years in prison instead 
of one to six years. Repeaters can 
be sent up for 10 years. 
It will go harder on subversives 
as well. 
A new act makes it a misdemean­ 
or to use school property to further 
overthrow of the government. All 
candidates for public office will 
have to sign a loyalty oath. Teach­ 
ers can be fired for teaching Com­ 
munism with intent to indoctrinate 
ONLY CHURCH FLAG 
And make sure no flag flies above 
or to the right of Old Glory—except 


a church flag during services. It's 
the tew. 
California veterans will be en­ 
titled to state loans of I8J00 to 
help them buy a home and $15,000 
for a farm. That’s an increase from 
the present maxtmums of $7,500 
and $13,500, respectively. 
Another sign of inflation: Widows 
of men killed in industrial acci­ 
dents will receive $7,000 instead of 
$6,000 under the workmen’s com­ 
pensation program; in cases of sur­ 
viving widow and children, the 
amount is raised from $7,500 to 
$8.750. 
The same program has been lib­ 
eralised to permit payment foriloss 
or damage of dentures or eye 
glasses while on the job. 
The expense allowed for burial 
of a disaster service worker goes 
up from $150 to $300. 


ADOPT RULES 
About adult adopting adults 
There are cases where people want 
to bring someone over 21 into their 
family but the procedure has been 
cumbersome. The new law clearly 
says they can adopt adults. 
Here’s a quick glance at a few 
more of the new laws: 
Insurance—Reduces from 25 to 
10 maximum number of employes 
required for group life insurance 
coverage. 
Hospitals — Allows 90 day state 
hospital treatment of persons be­ 
lieved to be mentally ill. 
Schools—Directs police to notify 
state department of education of 
arrest of public school teacher for 
sex offense; raises eligible age for 
first grade from 54 to 5 years 9 
months; raises minimum age for 
kindergarten from 4 years 6 months 
to 4 years 9 months; permits school 
districts to collect up to 50 cent fee 
from pupils.in adult classes for in 
cidentals; allows schools to hold 
classes Saturdays and on five holi­ 
days if youngsters are needed at 
other times to harvest perishable 
crops. 
NEED FENDERS 
Mudguards — Prohibits operation 
of our o r’truck without fenders to 
minimize splash or spray to the 
rear. 
Hours—Requires all state offices 
to be open for business from 8 am .- 
5 pm . rather than from 9 a.m.- 
5 pm. Monday through Friday.

Colors—Establishes blue and gold 
as California’s official colors.

Liquor — Prohibits possession of 
alcoholic beverage by person under 
21 on street, highway or public 
place; makes it illegal to present 
false evidence of age to get liquor. 
Water —Permits adding fluorine 
to bottled water.

SACRAMENTO <UJ>—Every man. 
woman and child paid about $524 
worth of taxes this late fiscal year. 
Figures from the year which end­ 
ed in June show the total California 
tax biU was $5,504315333-the high­ 
est on recdTd. This topped the peak 
war year of 1944-45 when Califor­ 
nians paid taxes totaling $4,622,- 
002.233 


The federal government took $3,- 
558327,340. It took $3,722,450319 in 
1944-45 but that included a $758.- 
583.070 excess profit* tax not col­ 
lected this last fiscal year. 


The state collection of taxes has 
doubled over the last six years and 
the amount from county property 
taxes 
local assessments ha* 
gone up 133 per cent. The popula­ 
tion of California also doubled dur­ 
ing the test ten years, bringing 
new sources of taxation. The huge 
increase in total collections cannot 
be credited entirely to increases in 
tax rates.

YOUR HEALTH 
Slow Pace 
Aids This 
Condition 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, MJD. 
The patient with angina pectoris 
is subject to sudden attacks of pain 
over the heart and radiating up into 
the neck on the left side and down 
the left arm. The attacks, which 
may last from a few seconds to a 
few minutes, strike without warning 
and so violently that the sufferer is 
stopped in his tracks and is scarcely 
able to move until the pain sub­ 
sides. In addition to the pain, there 
is marked pallor and great anxiety. 
Such seizures are, at least in part, 
the penalty angina patients pay for 
exerting themselves beyond their 
capacity, or for over-excitement. 
Some, for instance, get into trouble 
when they climb stairs; others when 
they attempt to hurry. Even an 
emotional flare-up can bring on an 
attack. 
SLOW AND EVEN PACE 
For these reasons, such patients 
should cultivate a “take-it-easy" at­ 
titude, undertaking only such activi­ 
ties as are well within their pow­ 
ers, and setting’a stow and even pace 
for themselves. They should, of 
course, be under the care of a phy­ 
sician. 
The diet for the angina patient 
should consist of easily-digested 
foods, containing moderate amounts 
of green vegetables, fruits, and 
meats. He should be careful not to 
overeat. 
When an attack manifests itself, 
certain drugs, such as nifcro-glycerln 
under the tongue, or amyl nitrite 
fumes, may be helpful. In the last 
year, an operation for this disease 
has been employed which increases 
the circulation to the heart with 
good results in some cases. 
NEW DRUG USED 
A new drug, known as kiiellln, 
which is derived from a plant that 
grows in the eastern Mediterranean 
oountries, has been reported to have 
been used with success in the treat­ 
ment of some cases of angina pec­ 
toris. This drug has been known to 
medical science for many years as a 
relaxing drug in the treatment of 
kidney pain. It is given by mouth 
daily. 
A group of 32 patients treated 
with khellln was studied. Twenty-six 
of the patients experienced a de­ 
crease in the frequency and severity 
of this anginal pains. There was an 
increase in tolerance for exercise 
and the amount of nitroglycerin 
necessary was markedly decreased. 
Many previously incapacitated pa­ 
tients were returned to activity with 
the use of this drug.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWER8 
B.8.: What are the symptoms of 
a fibroid tumor of the uterus? 
Answer: The symptoms of a fi­ 
broid of the uterus consist of irregu­ 
lar bleeding and excessive menstrual 
bleeding along with pain; usually, 
blood clots are also passed. The 
menstrual period may be unduly 
prolonged. 
An examination by a physician 
will reveal definitely whether or not 
a tumor is present.

NEW PLANTS FOR OLD 
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HANNING YOUR GARDEN 
Violets Good Companions 
For Most Favorite Bulbs 


By ALBERT WILSON 
There is a Joy that comes from 
doing common things well, es­ 
pecially if they seem hard to us. 
Right now there is the common 
task of working over the violet 
plot. Violets need an annual going 
over for quality blooms. 
Fall and winter are the best 
seasons for doing something for 
these favorites. Violets grow in 
any climate, and are satisfactory in 
either full sunshine or in partial 
shade. Select a plot where the 
plants will have free run. It is 
not wise to mix violets with roses, 
peonies, or chrysanthemums be­ 
cause violet roots run fast and 
create trouble. They appreciate a 
little shade, especially if it comes 
during midday. 
VIOLETS MARE e x c e l l e n t 
ground covers. They may be plant­ 
ed in the drying yard, used as a 
carpet under a shade tree, or 
spreading crabapple, or in the 
parking strip. 
Because of their ground cover 
habit violets make excellent com­ 
panions for most bulb plants. A 
carpet of violets is an ideal set­ 
ting for spring blooming daffodils, 
summer blooming pink amaryllis, 
crlnum with its handsome gray- 
green foliage and clusters of white, 
pink or striped flowers, galtonla, 
the tall cape hyacinth, crocus of 
many colors, and Sternbergi, the 
autumn or winter daffodil. The 
bulbs show up better in the car-

The sugar formation in the 
leaf, the amount of sunshine and 
the temperature of the air are 
the three factors that largely con­ 
trol the degree of autumn foliage 
Coloration. 


pet of violets if they are set out 
in clumps. 
Most of the summer blooming 
bulbs that prefer a summer dry 
soil are good companions in the 
violet plot. Your violet roots will 
be resting in the hot summer sea­ 
son and at the same time your 
bulbs will send up their joyous 
blooms. 
Our violets have been awaiting 
fall, they have been beaten down 
by the scorchingly hot sunshine, 
by drought, and by insect attack. 
Right now you will discover most 
of the leaves are mottled yellow- 
green, This is due to the attack 
of the red spider mite who visits 
our gardens during the warm dry 
summer. His needle-like mouth 
punches holes, extracts the sap, 
and causes the leaf cell to col­ 
lapse under the sun’s hot rays. 
AT THIS TIME you will observe 
new young leaves Just pushing up 
from tjie roots. These leaves are 
clean, free of Insects, and are pre­ 
paring the plant for its important 
duties of flower production. 
Take your pruning shears and 
cut off all the old leaves. Old 
fashioned sheep shears are the 
best. Bum the leaves, don’t put 
them in the compost because they 
are swarming with unwanted in­ 
sects and their eggs. 
Sweep out any mails or sow 
bugs that you encounter in your 
violet plot 
Water lightly after trimming. 
Then take your spading fork and 
punch holes all over the area. 
Push the fork down about an inch 
deep. Next broadcast bonemeal, a 
food, and some soil sulphur, a con­ 
ditioner, over the entire plot, A 
light dusting Is all that hi re­ 
quired. 
THE FINAL GESTURE is to 
turn on the sprinkler and give the 


Nigh Time To Make 
Geranium Cuttings 


At this time of the year new 
geranium plants can be easily ob­ 
tained from old ones by means of 
cuttings. 
The cutting should be about four 
inches long. Remove the leaves 
from that part of the stem that is 
going into the soil. 
After the cutting has been made 
do not plant it immediately but 
leave It in the shade for a day. 
This will help to keep the cutting 
from damping off when planted. 
Plant the cutting by inserting 
the bottom end of the stem about 
two inches deep in clean, sharp 
sand or a mixture of half peat and 
half sand. Water carefully and 
place in a cold frame. Keep the 
cutting shaded for about two weeks 
until roots begin to grow. 


After the roots have formed on 
the cutting, it should be potted, 
and taken indoors before colder 
weather conies. At first keep in a 
cool room and water sparingly. 
GERANIUMS LIKE good drain­ 
age. They can’t stand "wet feet* 
caused by too much water at the 
roots. Fertilizer should be applied 
in the form of liquid manure, and 
not too much of it. A feeding once 
a week when buds or a number of 
new leaves are showing in mid­ 
winter is ample. 
The plants grow best when the 
roots are restricted by rather email 
pots, just large enough to take the 
roots and allow for about half an 
inch of space around the inside of 
the container. 


GARDEN-GRAPH 
Evergreens Adapt 
To Circumstances 
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plot a good heavy watering. The 
water must run long enough to 
reach deep and awaken the roots. 
Before you say your prayers that 
nite your v i o l e t s will have 
brightened and you will have 
known the pleasure of having 
done a common thing well. 
You can make a new planting 
now. Whether you order plants 
from your local nursery, or ac­ 
cept them from your friend, re­ 
member their roots are long and 
stringy. Prepare the ground well, 
spade deeply, and throw in a lit­ 
tle peat or leaf mold. Don’t use 
chicken or cow manure because 
these fertilizers encourage leaf 
growth instead of bloom produc­ 
tion. The crown of the violet plants 
should rest just at the soil sur­ 
face with the roots spread fan­ 
like in the soil. 
Now is a good time to start a 
clump of violets in a pot, box or 
window box planting. 
Many varieties of violets may be 
purchased from your local nursery. 
The Happy Valley Violet Farm, 
who are specialists are located in 
Santa Cruz. 
Good varieties Include: Royal 
Robe, a sturdy plant with large 
deep purple blooms; Purple Gem, 
blooms early, often up and out be­ 
fore the leaves; Marie Louise, 
double mauve, full petails and very 
fragrant; Snow Queen, white pro­ 
fuse blooming, fragrant; foliage 
shiny. Princess Mary is a beauti­ 
ful semi-double, light violet with

If you look hard enough you will 
find evergreens to fit almost any 
planting purpose. There are some 
that can be used as ground covers 
on slopes or banks instead of 
grass. These are the junipers of 
various shapes and sizes. 
A juniper used for bank plant­ 
ing is shown in the accompanying 
Garden-Graph. Another one illus­ 
trated is known as the Bar Har­ 
bor. It is one of the lowest grow­ 
ing of the horizontal type. It can 
be used in many locations where 
it would be difficult to maintain 
or cut grass. 
Another of the fine, prostrate 
junipers is the Japanese variety 
known as Juniperus procumbus. It 
is often found growing six or more 
feet across and only 8 to 12 inches 
high. 
Other fine evergreens to use 
when that low-to-the-ground habit 
of growth is desired include Sar­ 
gent Juniper, Waukegan Juniper, 
Andorra juniper and Hill Japanese 
juniper.

A large part of Marin’s envi­ 
able reputation as a county of at­ 
tractive subdivisions and archi­ 
tectural beauty can be traced to 
the activities over the past 18 
years of Marvelous Marin Realty 
company. 
Beginning in 1940, the firm with 
headquarters at 1314 Fourth street, 
San Rafael, has developed and 
promoted six subdivisions in the 
San Rafael area, each with a wide 
range of possibilities for typical 
Marin outdoor living. 
Under the leadership of Lloyd 
Orandi, th e f i r m ' s president, 
Marvelous Marin started the year 
before Pearl Harbor with a 96-lot 
tract called Rafael Gardens, in 
the “convent" area of San Rafael, 
situated near the north end of 
Irwin street.

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Hollywood Designer Predicts 
Mole-Like Housing By 1961

HOLLYWOOD <U.R> — One of 
Hollywood’s top designers predict­ 
ed today the homes of the "atomic 
age” will go underground—and he 
»ays that’s only 10 years off. 
By 1961, according to Paul Las­ 
zlo, we’ll be living like moles—with 
suntans. 
Because Laszlo's "House of To­ 
morrow ” wjll have gardens and 
swimming pools and backyards, 
just like we do now. The only dif­ 
ference is—they’ll all be down in 
a big hole. 
"THE ROOF WILL BE on a 
level with .the street,” the famous 


industrial and interior designer ex­ 
plained. "And to camouflage it 
from atom bombs we’ll have gar­ 
dens on the roof. Maybe even trees. 
"The eaves will extend IS or 20 
feet. And the ceilings will be steel- 
reinforced concrete for greater 
protection

of 
attack. 
Fences? Won’t need ’em. The sides 
of the hole will be our fence.” 
Laszlo says this idea of his is no 
idle dream. 
"I’m trying to sell the house I’m 
living in now,” he pointed out. 
"And the next one I design for my­ 
self will be the very one I’m talk­ 
ing about. I’m going underground.” 


Plans to stay there more of the 
time, too. And he thinks every­ 
body’ll be confirmed stay-at-homes 
once they crawl down into their 
basement mansions. 
"Well do all our shopping by 
television,” Laszlo predicts. "And 
stores will shoot our purchases out 
to us in underground tubes—clear 
across town. 
"For entertainment we’ll have 
huge TV screens .. . and television 
is going to get better. So much 
better we’ll never have to leave 
home to have fun.” 
And the way he sees it, there’ll 
be more time for it, too.

says. "Garbage, tin cans, bones, 
paper . . . no problem. One drop 
of acid will eliminate it all.

And as 
we do, the family will become more 
important. We’ll live more luxur­ 
iously. There’ll be a greater appre­ 
ciation of fine paintings and art 
and books and music.” 


And of course, for those who 
can’t escape an occasional trip to 
town, there’ll be a landing field 
for the family helicopter. Won’t 
even have to get out and open the 
hangar door on a rainy night, 
either. 
There’ll be a radar-like button 
in the ’copter that’ll open the door 
by remote control. Laszlo already 
has this in his "old-fashioned” 
Cadillac to open his "obsolete” gar­ 
age.

wincbibber, a friend of publicans 
and sinners,“ 
There are m any people in the 
world today who do not join In 
the 
game—as 
the 
children 
In 
Christ s saying implies, but who sit 
silent and 
su lle n , finding fault 
with everything others do. They 
say th at those who have their own 
ideas of right living and abide by 
them , are “unsocial,“ as we say 
today; but those whose ideas of 
Chrlstlike living are different and 
who follow them , are called other 
hateful names, as was the Lord 
Himself. 
Jesus loved people, wanted to 
call all the world to God; to re­ 
pentance of their sins, anti to live 
as He Himself lived while on earth.

EVERY GENERATION has its 
faults and its virtues. Many, many 
people in our world are confused 
in their thinking—older people be­ 
cause the earth has grown so large 
with so many nations of different 
races and cultures coming to their 
notice. 
We are told we m ust try to un­ 
derstand them ; to help them to 
learn to live in a way th a t wiU do 
the most good to all of us not 
merely to their own nation. 
It is confusing to the young 
people because there seem to be so 
many different standards of living, 
even in our own country, and 
others with sim ilar ideals 
Of course, there are certain rules 
of conduct that we know are right 
or wrong.

“I beseech you therefore, b reth ­ 
ren, by the mercies of God, that 
ye present your bodies a living sac - 
rifice, holy, acceptable unto God, 
which Is your reasonable service, 
“AN» BE NOT conformed to 
this world; but be ye transform ed 
by the «mewing of your mind, th at 
ye may prove w hat is th a t good, 
and acceptable, and perfect will of 
God.“ 
Not only our minds and hearts, 
but our bodies must attest to our 
way of life. W riting to the Corin­ 
thians, Paul suggests another thing 
we should avoid in our daily living; 
tempting others. 
It is possible for us to abide by 
our own standards of right and 
wrong, to live the good life, but 
others have not our ideas, and by 
following some action th at Is per­ 
fectly correct in our minds for us 
to do, we may, inadvertently, lead 
others into tem ptation.

■ Is This Answer To Marin 
Commuters' Growing Pains? 
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Monorail As Traffic Solution 
Gets First Legislative N od

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 21—One 
solution to the traffic problem 
fet the Los Angeles metropolitan 
area and the Bay Area, may be 
monorail.

Promoters 
and 
planners 
now 
hare the legislative authority to 
build a monorail system and are 
awaiting Gov. Earl Warren’s ap­ 
pointment of a seven-man board 
to govern the Los* Angeles metro­ 
politan transit authority, created 
In a bill signed July 24. 
If and when this nation’s first 
monorail is built, it will look some­ 
thing like this: 
Two rails, one for incoming, one 
fbr outgoing traffic, will follow the 
banks of the Los Angeles River 
from San Fernando Valley to Long 
Beach. They will be suspended 
from V-shaped steel supports set 
•bout 70 feet apart. 
Air-conditioned cars will hang 
from the rails, each by two wheels. 
Electric motors will propel the 
ears, singly or in trains qp to five 
ears. The movement will be vir­ 
tually noiseless. 
THE AVERAGE SPEED of mon­ 
orail cars is estimated at 38.1 miles 
an hour, compared with the pre­ 
sent average of nine miles an hour 
for surface rail transportation. A 
trip from Van Nuys to Los Angeles 
would be scheduled in 29.4 minutes. 
'M present it requires about a s 
hour by street car. The Los An­ 
geles-Long B e a c h monorail run 
would r e q u i r e 35.4 minutes. A 
round trip from Van Nuys to Long 
Beach would require a little more 
i than two hours, 
) 
Engineers say that concave roll­ 
ers mounted atop each car will 
prevent derailment at speeds up to 
55 miles an hour. The cars will 
have magnetic brakes. 
I 
There will be stops about one 
and one-fourth miles apart Feeder 
buses will serve these stops and 
passengers will reach the mono­ 
rail cars by escalators, p a y i n g 
fares at turnstiles like subway 
systems use. The cars will each 
carry 40 persons seated and 60 
standing They will be operated by 
one man, with guards assisting

passengers at the stations. 
The cars will travel 18 feet above 
the ground, the rails rising oc­ 
casionally to clear obstructions or 
dipping under bridges. At metro­ 
politan terminals passengers can 
connect with buses or other sur­ 
face transportation. 


The system will cover 44 miles 
and it is expected that it will 
handle 30,000,000 passengers a year. 
The total cost is estimated at be­ 
tween $60,000,000 and $80,000,000. 
The estimated per-mile construc­ 
tion cost is $1,500,000, compared 
with $10,000,0000 per mile for free­ 
ways. 
THERE ARE TWO COMPANIES 
at work on the plan, both head­ 
quartering in the v a l l e y . The 
Southern California Monorail and 
Transit System, Inc., was argan- 
ized to promote the idea and func­ 
tion until the legally constituted 
authority takes -over. Its president 
is Walter R. Peck, retired air force 
brigadier general and civil defense 
director for San Fernando Valley. 


The Monorail Engineering and 
Construction Co., is concerned with 
actual construction of the system. 
It is headed by George D. Roberts, 
former air force colonel and World 
War II B-29 pilot. Ralph P. Mer­ 
ritt is executive vice president of 
both companies. One of tpe con­ 
struction company vice presidents 
is Chris N. Anderson, retired vice 
president of the Key Transit Sys­ 
tem of Oakland. 
The construction c o m p a n y is 
capitalized at $1,000,000 and has 
$300,000 stock outstanding. Roberts 
says he and a director, Ray A. 
Myers, hold about 70 per cent of 
the stock. 
Construction will be by contrac­ 
tors and subcontractors on a fee 
basis, an arrangement somewhat 
similar to that used in building 


Bay area bridges. Operation will 
be by a private company and 
Roberts says his concern Is in ­ 
terested only in building the mono­ 
rail, NOT in operating it. There 
can be NO taxation under the 
transit authority bill. 


THE FINANCING PLAN envis­ 
aged would require underwriting 
by the National Security Resurces 
Board, based on the monorail's 
importance to national defense. 
The loan eventually would come 
from the Reconstruction Finance 
Corp., and would be retired by sale 
of revenue bonds. Company offi­ 
cials say, however, th a t none of 
these plans are complete. 


The Roberts group figures it will 
have little trouble in getting right 
of way. Little or no condemnation 
would be required b e c a u s e the 
river banks are not now utilized. 
H ie county flood control district 
and the city of Los Angeles will 
have to grant right of way. 
Mayor Fletcher Bowron of Los 
Angeles and the county board of 
supervisors have indicated willing­ 
ness to cooperate if the venture is 
proved effective and economical. 
Roberts believes, that monorail 
also could be used to great trans­ 
portation advantage in other con- 
•gested areas like the Bay Area, 
Cleveland and New York. 
The world’s only successful pas­ 
senger carrying monorail now is 
in Wuppertal, G e r m a n y . The 
“Schwebabahn” t h e r e has been 
operating for 50 years and the town 
proudly proclaims that there has 
never been a fatal accident. Its
